AN ACT
RELATI NG TO PUBLI C ASSI STANCE; CREATI NG THE SOUTHERN NEW
MEXI CO FAM LY OUTREACH CENTER; DECLARI NG AN EMERCGENCY

BE I T ENACTED BY THE LEQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXI CO
Section 1. A new section of the New Mexico Wrks Act
is enacted to read:
" SOUTHERN NEW MEXI CO FAM LY QUTREACH CENTER. - -

A. A benefit group may be referred to the
sout hern New Mexico fam |y outreach center by the departnent
for either an intensive twelve week residential or day
training and rehabilitation program

B. The departnent shall suspend regul ar paynents
of cash assistance and food stanps to the benefit group for
the twel ve weeks that they reside, if referred to the
residential rehabilitation program at the southern New
Mexico fam |y outreach center. The departnent shall pay the
sout hern New Mexico fam |y outreach center each nonth the
val ue of the cash assistance and food stanps that the
benefit group would receive if they were not enrolled at the
sout hern New Mexico famly outreach center

C. The department in cooperation with the
children, youth and famlies departnment shall provide
necessary child-care services to any benefit group enroll ed
at the southern New Mexico fam |y outreach center

D. The departnent in cooperation with the public
transportation prograns bureau of the state hi ghway and
transportation departnent shall provide transportation to
t hose benefit groups that enroll in the southern New Mexico

fam ly outreach center fromany part of the state.
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E. The departnent shall coordinate with the
sout hern New Mexico famly outreach center to ensure that
funding received pursuant to the federal act is spent
appropriately and that all the necessary record keeping and
accounting is maintained.

F. Participants who enroll at the southern New
Mexico fam |y outreach center shall not be considered
inmates or patients of nonnedical institutions as provided
in Paragraph (1) of Subsection A of Section 27-2B-11 NVSA
1978. "

Section 2. Section 9-7-10.1 NVSA 1978 (being Laws
1983, Chapter 156, Section 1, as anended) is anended to
read:

"9-7-10.1. REHABI LI TATI ON CENTERS. - -

A. There are created within the departnent the
"northern New Mexico rehabilitation center” and the
"sout hern New Mexico fam |y outreach center”

B. The northern New Mexico rehabilitation center
shall be at Las Vegas and shall provide the citizens of New
Mexi co with physical therapy, speech and hearing di agnoses
and therapy and fam |y counseling services in conjunction
wi th such therapy and in cooperation with related prograns
of ot her governnental and nonprofit entities. Such therapy
and service shall be provided without regard to eligibility
for federally funded vocational rehabilitation services.

C. The southern New Mexico fam |y outreach center
shall be in Roswell and shall provide to participants as
defined in the New Mexi co Wrks Act the followi ng services

in aresidential or day setting to assist in their
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(1) nonnmedi cal substance abuse treatnent;
(2) pre-pregnancy planning;

(3) donestic violence counseling treatnent;
(4) job training;

(5) job readiness;

(6) parenting classes;

(7) nroney managenent classes; and

(8) life skills training.

D. The southern New Mexico fam |y outreach center
shall maintain a separate programthat is open to any
qualified resident of New Mexico and that provides:

(1) disability eval uations;

(2) occupational therapy;

(3) physical therapy;

(4) speech and hearing diagnosis and
t her apy;

(5) substance abuse treatnent, including
det oxi fi cati on;

(6) work injury rehabilitation

(7) brain injury rehabilitation; and

(8) famly counseling services in
conjunction with that therapy and in cooperation with
rel ated prograns of other governnental and nonprofit
entities."

Section 3. EMERGENCY.--1t is necessary for the public

peace, health and safety that this act take effect

i mredi atel y.
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
